"Crime costs 20 billion dollars a year ht the United States 
one-half of the crimes are committed by persons who are no 
yet old enough to vote." . .

With this statement Hal Hodge, consultant In child welfare 
and attendance for the County_ Board of Education, prefaced 
ila talk to the Torrance Ed' 
rational Advisory 
Monday on "Juvenile Dclinquon 
cy and Educational Problems.1

  Hodge told of the number o 
luvenlle crimes committed ii 
Los Angeles County last year- 
15,912 and rapped those whi 
"oversimplify" In explaining th 
causes for these criJnes.

"Too much is said about''brok 
en homes' being the cause 
luvenlle delinquency," Hodg 
said. "What happens in the hom< 
before It is broken Is the rea 
cause. Thousands of children ar 
rive in the world as accidents  
unwanted and unloved," he con 
.inued. He said that making 
these children feel wanted Is 
real "challenge to the schools.
